Texas  shipments  travel  at  special  low  or  second  class  rates  by 
express. 

SAMPLES  of  small  transplanting  stock  will  be  sent  on  request. 
Our  stock  is  grown  in  the  open  field  in  beds  and  nursery  rows — 
on  new  land  and  is  strong,  well  established  and  well  rooted. 

PACKING  carefully  done.  All  small  stock  will  be  carefully 
dug  and  roots  puddled  and  well  packed  as  light  as  practicable. 

QUANTITIES:  Not  less  than  25  at  100  rates,  not  less  than 
250  at  1000  rates. 

All  orders  accepted  subject  to  stock  being  unsold  on  receipt  of 
order.  Claims  for  any  cause  should  be  made  immediately  on 
receipt  of  stock  and  will  receive  our  careful  attention.

Tal- 
lowtrees  in  the  nursery,  under  favorable  condi- 
tions, have  grown  14  feet,  and  3 inches  in  diameter 
in  two  years.  We  recommend  this  tree  above  all 
others  for  street  and  subdivision  planting.  It  seems 
to  do  well  in  all  soils,  endure  drouth  and  excessive 
wet  periods.  Very  easily  transplanted  and  grows 
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Per  10  Per  100  Per  1000 
under  adverse  conditions  and  neglect.  We  believe 
this  tree  will  become  as  popular  in  the  South  as 
the  Chinese  Elm  has  become  in  the  North  and 
West.  Anticipating  the  demand  for  it,  we  have 
grown  a large  stock  of  vigorous  trees.

Visitors  will  find  the  “Cabin  in  the  Clearing”  an 
interesting  place,  nested  away  in  the  big  woods  of 
East  Texas,  where  giant  Magnolias  and  Holly  trees, 
centuries  old,  grow  to  enormous  size,  among  the  al- 
most endless  forms  of  plant  life — the  rich  alluvial 
land  along  the  streams  is  carpeted  with  ferns  and 
wild  flowers  and  the  margins  of  springs  and  brooks 
are  bordered  with  Cardinal  Lobelias.
